With A.C.P. assistance, 1,188 
acres of new pastures were ea> 
tablished by the use of recom- 
mended seeding of grasses and 
legumes, 1917 tons of lime and 
250 tons of fertilizer. About 33S 
acres of old pastures were im- 
proved by the use of 534 tons of 
lime and 85 tons of fertilizer. 
1,800 acres of farmland were 
treated with 3,676 tons of lime 
and 20 acres of establishing and 
improving forestry stands wera 
carried out. 

Approximately 29 acres of wet 
land were drained on five farms 
by carrying out drainage prac- 
tices so that the land could be 
used for agricultural purposes. 
Eight grassland ponds were con- 
structed as a means of protecting 
vegetative cover, six livestock 
wells and one spring were con- 
structed, 4.462 line or feet of pipe- 
lines were constructed on nina 
farms, 90,000 square feet of sod 
waterways ware carried out on 
four farms, 1,500 linear feet ot 
terracing was constructed by one 
farmer and 424 acres of winter 
crop were seeded on 25 
farms. 

These statistics do not mean 
that every farm in Jefferson 
County carried out conservation 
practices last year, but 183 farms 
did share in the county alloca- 
tion and took seriously their re- 
iponsibilities for helping to con- 
serve our soil and water re- 
sources, it was reported.

LAST WEEK something was said 
about David learning a hard 
lesson the hard way: namely that 
not even a king, an absolute mon- 
arch, Is so highly placed that the 
tow of God no longer 
David lived in a time when 
kingdoms the king's will was law.

did was wrong 
for most people, 
If he did It he 
couldn't be 
wrong, for he was 
king. The brave 
prophet Nathan 
brought David to 
his lenses; he 
made him face 
his own sin. The " r - 
whole story la there in 
and has often been told. We can 
learn much from it; for It shows 
one way In which we can do what 
we all hate to do and some people 
never can do: face our own eins and 
admit that they are sins and that 
we committed them. 
To Know 

"You can't carve rotten wood," 
■ays an old Chinese proverb. And 
no prophet or preacher Is going to 
get far making any one face his 
alns if the person Involved has no 
notion of any difference between 
right and wrong. A conscience can 
be educated; but who can educate 
what Isn't there ? Now David had 
a conscience; that Is, he knew that 
some things are right and some are 
wrong. When Nathan told him that 
made-up story about the rich man 
and the poor man and the lamb, 
David was hot. The rich man was 
wrong, David saw; very wrong, 
wrong enough to be executed on 
the spot. If David had reacted 
calmly to Nathan's story — if his 
response had been something like, 
"Well, that's a rich man for you," 
or "After all, that poor man was 
relieved of an expensive luxury," 
Nathan would have got nowhere 
with him. The first thing I need 
in order to face my sin, when that 
time comes, Is to know, down in 
my bones, that sin is real, that 
some things are right and others 
are wrong. If I think "right" and 
"wrong" are Just emotional words, 
meaning no more than "I like it" 
and '1 don't Hke It," then I shall 
never face my own sin, I shall 
never even know what Is eating 
away my soul.

Now no one up to that time had 
ever stolen a wife from David. He 
had done some wife-stealing even 
before the time of Bathsheba, but 
he had never seen the wrong in it. 
Wife-stealing was a recognized 
privilege of kings in those days. 
| By a brilliant, inspired single 
thrust when David's guard was 
down, that prophet made David see 
as it were in one flash what he had 
done to Uriah and to Bathsheba. 
To Conftss 

There is a step beyond seeing 
that I have sinned. This is admit- 
ting that I see It. But there are 
two ways of admitting one's tin, 
whatever it may be. One is the "so 
what?" approach. "Yes, I did It, 
but It isn't very bad . . . Yea, I 
admit it, but I couldn't help It . , . 
I did it, but am I so much worse 
than a hundred other people? . , . 
Yea, I did It, but why not forget the 
whole thing, shall we?" This la not 
facing my sin at all. It is only ad- 
mitting an act without seeing what 
. a sin It is. The other way of ad- 
mitting sin is to feel a deep sense 
of shame before God and man too. 
It is to atop excusing and defend- 
ing myself, it Is to take sides (so 
to speak) with the prosecution, It 
is to see myself no longer fit to be 
a companion for Sod or men.

A.S.C. Lists Reminders 
For Tobacco Growers 

Farmers in Jefferson County 
who are considering leaving 
strips of idle or fallow land in 
an alternate row arrangement 
with tobacco rows were reminded 
by M. C. Brooks, chairman of the 
County A.S.C. Committee that 
the strips of idle or fallow land 
must be as wide as, or wider, 
than four normal rows of tobacco 
to be deducted from the tobacco 
acreage. 

A "normal row" is described 
by Brooks, as being at least 36 
inches wide or the actual dis- 
tance between the rows of tobacco 
on the farm whichever is wider. 
Brooks said that anyone planning 
to leave idle or fallow strips of 
■ground in the tobacco field should 
contact the county A.S.C. office 
before setting tobacco.

Regulations Cited 
In Tobacco Acreage 

Burley tobacco farmers in Jef- 
ferson County who grow what 
they believe to be "Maryland" 
tobacco in 1959 may not be elig- 
ible for price support on their 
burley tobacco, according to M. 
C. Brooks, chairman of the Jef- 
ferson County A.S.C. Committee. 

The acreage of the "Maryland" 
tobacco will be measured and 
combined with the burley tobac- 
co acreage unless the county 
committee determines on the 
basis of seeding, cultivation, cur- 
ing and marketing practices com- 
monly known to the area that the 
tobacco is not burley. 

If the combination results in 
the burley tobacco allotment be- 
ing exceeded, the farmer will be 
issued an excess burley market- 
ing card and will not be eligible 
to obtain any price support. Also, 
marketing quota penalties will 
be collected on all the tobacco 
marketed from the farm and 
identified by such excess card. 

To be eligible for a refund of 

te penalties caused by the 
"Maryland" tobacco, the fanner 
would be required to furnish sat- 
isfactory proof to the A.S.C. 
county committee that the "Mary- 
land" tobacco was actually mar- 
keted as Maryland tobacco.
